As morning’s first fight fills the 
horizon, Muslims across the 
world bend their knees for the 
first prayer of each day during 


the month of Ramadan, which 
began Wednesday and runs until 
July 17. 

Between the first prayer and 
when the light falls in the sky, 
the Muslim tradition is to fast 
— if you’re devout that means 
no eating or drinking. 

But while the sun lights the 
horizon by about 3 a.m. and sets 
around 7 p.m. in Mecca, Saudi 
Arabia, in Edmonton—set at 53 
degrees north—the sky is bright 
by about 3 a.m. and doesn’t dark¬ 
en until nearly 11. 

Indeed, this year in Edmon¬ 


ton, devotees will fast for nearly 
19 hours, as Ramadan begins a 
few days before the longest day 
of the year. 

“We’re all performing the 
same ritual, we’re all suffering, 
in the same way, we’re all doing 
it for the worship of God,” said 
Aumer Assas, spokesperson for 
the Al Rashid Mosque/Canadian 
Islamic Centre. “It’s a time when 
the community is all bound 
together. 

Islamic Eid (holy days) follow 
the lunar calendar, meaning the 
dates shift each year. When asked 


about the challenges of the long 
hours, Assas says there is a real 
universal justice in it because 
when Ramadan falls in winter, 
Muslims in Edmonton have a 
shorter fasting period. 

He added that once you have 
committed to it the fasting is 
not onerous but veiy spiritually 
fulfilling. 

“Every Ramadan is incred¬ 
ibly rewarding if you’re observ¬ 
ing it to the best of your ability. 
The month as a whole is pretty 
extraordinaiy and pretty spe¬ 
cial,” he said.

For that, you’d have to go 
up to 69 degrees North, well 
above the Arctic Circle (which 
delineates where the nights 
are endless in winter and non¬ 
existent in summer) to Inuvilc, 
Northwest Territories. 

What do Muslims at the Mid¬ 
night Sun Mosque in Inuvilc do? 

Abdullah Elbelcai said it de¬ 
pends. Most times, “We follow 
the nearest city that has day 
and night,” he said. 

But right now, as Inuvilc has 
no night — yep, that’s right —

Opposition 
worries about 
opening up the 
'spending taps’

The NDP gave a $624-million 
boost to schools, hospitals and 
post-secondary institutions 
Thursday, but critics worry about 
where the dollars will come from. 

The government introduced 
an interim supply bill that will 
fund government operations over 
the next five months, before a 
promised budget is introduced 
this fall. 

Using the former Progres¬ 
sive Conservative government’s 
spring budget as a base, the NDP 
are adding $500 million in fund¬ 
ing to health care, $40 million 
to post-secondaiy education, $39 
milhon to Human Services and 
$45 million to education, to fund 


students this fall. 

Education minister David Eg- 
gen said the new money would 
ensure the expected enrollment 
would be covered and class sizes 
wouldn’t swell. 

“This interim supply bill en¬ 
sures that 12,000 students start¬ 
ing school this fall will have the 
tools they need,” he said. 

Health Minister Sarah Hoff¬ 
man said the funding would im¬ 
prove access to health care for 
sick Albertans. 

“Alberta’s doctors will be able 
to see more patients and Alberta 
Health Services will be able to 
honour negotiated contracts,” 
she said. 

Human Services Minister Irfan 
Sabir said his ministiy needs the 
funding to help those feeling the 
effects of a struggling economy. 

“It’s about fairness and putting 
our money where our hearts are 


and should be.” 

But Wildrose finance critic 
Derek Fildebrandt said the pre¬ 
vious PC government didn’t in¬ 
clude any serious spending cuts 
in its budget, and that the NDP 
are abandoning even the small 
cuts that were made back then. 

“If the NDP repeals even that 
morsel of restraint then they 
have sent a signal that the spend¬ 
ing taps are open,” he said. 

The rapid drop in the price 
of oil left the provincial coffers 
with a $7-billion hole when the 
former government introduced 
their budget. They covered that 
shortfall with some spending 
cuts, increased fees and taxes 
and a substantial deficit. 

Fildebrandt said he is worried 
the NDP don’t seem to have basic 
answers to where the money is 
going to come from and he fears 
the answer is more red ink.

Schools and students applaud $40-million funding boost 


The Alberta government gave the 
post-secondary system a $40-mil- 
lion boost Thursday by rolling 
back proposed cuts and promis¬ 
ing a two-year freeze on tuition. 
“With this money, we are giving 
institutions confidence that we are 
committed to stable funding for 
them,” said Advanced Education 
Minister Lori Sigurdson 

The cash is part of a spend¬ 


ing boost the NDP government 
created with an interim supply 
bill Thursday and is part of $133 
million in cash that it intends to 
inject into post-secondaiy edu¬ 
cation over the next fiscal year. 

“Without the funding we are 
proposing in this bill, fewer people 
would be able to afford to start 
post-secondaiy education or train¬ 
ing programs,” Sigurdson said. 


University of Alberta president 
Indira Samarasekera welcomed 
the new funding. 

“The Alberta government has 
chosen to reinvest and reinforce 
the message that Albertans need 
access to high quality post-second- 
aiy education to succeed,” she said. 

The U of A student union vice 
president, Dylan Hanwell, said 
students would appreciate the 


freeze to tuition charges. 

“This is really great news for 
students across the province,” 
he said. 

He said students will be espe¬ 
cially happy to see the govern¬ 
ment backed up the freeze with 
money so that the quality of edu¬ 
cation won’t suffer. “It’s a win-win 
for both institutions and students.”

New tax hikes introduced 


Corporations and high-income 
Albertans will be paying more 
in taxes soon thanks to a new 
bill the NDP introduced on 
Thursday. 

As promised in the govern¬ 
ment’s throne speech, Finance 
Minister Joe Ceci introduced 
a bill that will hike corpor¬ 
ate taxes two per cent and 
raise taxes on people making 
more than $125,000 a year. 
Ceci said the change is what 
Albertans had asked for dur¬ 
ing the election. 

“They voted to create jobs 
in a diversified 21st century 


economy and they voted to 
rebalance government rev¬ 
enues,” he said. 

The corporate tax increases 
will come into force on July 1 
and the personal income taxes 
hikes will start in October. 
The government estimates 
the increases will bring in be¬ 
tween $600 million and $800 
million more in revenues, 
respectively. 

The NDP also confirmed 
they won’t introduce a health 
premium as the previous Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative pro¬ 
posed. They also cancelled 


planned increases for vehicle 
registrations, registry search¬ 
es and birth, death and mar¬ 
riage certificates. 

However, hikes to tobacco, 
alcohol and fuel taxes will all 
remain in place. 

Ceci said the higher taxes 
would go to ensure quality 
public services. 

“Those who can afford to 
contribute a little bit more 
to our public services will 
help reinvest in our schools, 
hospitals and quality of life 
in Alberta.”

Police see motel 
problem progress

Edmonton police believe they’re 
starting to see results on Project 
Watch, an initiative launched to 
address vulnerable families liv¬ 
ing in motel rooms. 

The investigation found vul¬ 
nerable Alberta families living 
in hellish conditions in motel 
rooms at taxpayer expense. 

After getting an update at 
Thursday’s police commission 
meeting, police Chief Rod Knecht 
said the police are now getting a 
lot of help from provincial and 
municipal governments to ad¬ 
dress the problem. 

“We’ve got a lot of support and 
I think we’re actually making a 
difference now,” he said. “The 
new government is discussing 
this and they’re providing us 
with assurances that they are 
going to be looking at it.” 

Knecht said he is proud of his 
officers for taking on the issue 
and looking at alternative ways 
to address it. 

Deputy Chief Tony Harder 
said there are still problem mo¬ 
tels, but the issues are being ad¬ 
dressed more quickly. 

“I can’t say that we have 
stopped the problem by any 
means. In fact, we’ve discovered 
it’s across the city, but we’re get¬ 
ting co-operation from other 
levels of government,” he said. 

He said the police won’t be 
backing down on the file, be¬ 
cause there is simply too much 
at stake. 

“This is about public safety. 
This is about the children and 
families that are in these places.”

Path of Light: More than 
1,100 aboriginal women are 
either missing or murdered in 
Canada — a staggering number 
that the Public Service Alliance 
of Canada (PSAC) doesn’t want 
forgotten. On June 20, from 8 
a.m. to 2 p.m., PSAC will lead a 
march and free BBQas a posi¬ 
tive remembrance, “lighting a 
path to create awareness and 
remove fear,” said PSAC repre¬ 


sentative Genevieve Babineau. 

The event moves from Fox 
Farms, to the Legislature, to a 
march and BBQat Beaver Hills 
House Park. 

Bent Arrow Traditional Heal¬ 
ing Society: Located in Parlcdale 
School, 11648-85 Street, the So¬ 
ciety celebrates Aboriginal Day 
with clients and the commun¬ 
ity Friday, June 19 from 9-12. A 
welcome prayer and breakfast 
will be followed by storytelling, 
bannoclc-making and pow wow 
dancing and drumming. 

Government House: Ab¬ 
original Day is also Father’s 
Day, perhaps a lovely time to 
tour Government House (9938 
Groat Rd. NW). Free tours run 


from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m., with 
a focus on the aboriginal art 
collection. 

DIYcity events at Sir Win¬ 
ston Churchill Square: While 
medicine wheel-type chalk 
art takes shape in front of 
the Winspear, U of A student 
Giselle Boehm will provide a 
chance to learn about aborig¬ 
inal-inspired constellations 
in front of the City Hall pool. 

Eight four-by-eight-foot pan¬ 
els (stencilled with constella¬ 
tions representing the animals 
of aboriginal lore), will require 
people to splash water onto 
the boards to reveal images 
of the stars. Buckets of water 
are included.

Urban beehives 
already legal, 
but hens’ future

The city already has the bees, 
but will it keep the birds? 

A pilot project for backyard 
hens that began last summer 
wraps up at the end of August, 
and its future is not certain — 
though many say it should be. 

The project set up 24 pilot 
sites around the city. 

“I guess I always had a little 
bit of a farmer heart,” says 
Clint Porritt, one of the par¬ 
ticipants of the Urban Hen 
Pilot Project. 

For him, raising chickens in 
the city is about sustainable liv¬ 
ing, knowing where your food 


comes from and including his 
kids in that process. 

About 300 cities across North 
America have legalized urban 
hens, including Vancouver, 
Victoria, Red Deer and Fort 
Saskatchewan. 

But not all cities are feeling 
so positive about it: in April, 
Calgary council rejected a 
chicken pilot for the second 
time in five years.

Backyard beehives are al¬ 
ready well underway. Since the 
bylaw passed in April, 17 sites 
have been licensed and set up. 

“I think this is just another 
example of how cool it is to 
live in this city and how we’re 
doing all sorts of wonderful 
and amazing things,” says 
Croclce. 

Keith Scott, co-ordinator 
with the Animal Care and 
Control Centre in Edmonton, 
says he does not know if the 
hen project will move from 
pilot to bylaw. 

He adds that while the city 
appreciates people’s need to 
strike a balance, “We’ve lost 
touch with how things natur¬ 
ally work.” 

Porritt adds he’d be shocked 
if the bylaw does not got 
through.

REPORT 

Early forecast predicts high 
tax increases over three years 


Higher costs and the need to pay 
for the new Valley Line LRT have 
city administration forecasting 
about six per cent property-tax 
increases over each of the next 
three years. 

A report going to council next 
week, which the administration 
will use as a guideline for the 
three-year operating budget, es¬ 
timates the tax increases will be 
six per cent in 2016,6.1 per cent 
in 2017 and 5.9 in 2018. 


Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said the 
numbers are too high for his lik¬ 
ing, but he stressed they are just 
the first estimates. 

“I would not be putting too 
much emphasis on these num¬ 
bers at this time,” he said. 

Sohi said the numbers always 
come down once the budget de¬ 
bate begins. 

“Council has never given ap¬ 
proval to the high-level estimates 
from administration,” he said. 


In addition to inflation costs, 
the administration report sug¬ 
gests the tax increases will be 
needed to pay for the costs of 
staffing new facilities like recrea¬ 
tion centres, police stations and 
fire halls. 

The Valley LRT line alone ac¬ 
counts for about one per cent a 
year in tax increases as the city 
starts construction on the mas¬ 
sive project.

Speaker says 
published 
allegations are 
'disturbing’ 

The battered Senate absorbed 
yet another body blow Thursday 
as published allegations that 
Sen. Don Meredith was hav¬ 
ing a sexual relationship with 
a 16-year-old girl were referred 
to the Senate ethics officer. 

Meredith now faces calls for 
his resignation from senators 
of all political stripes. 

Senate Speaker Leo Housalcos 
said he has referred the matter 
to the ethics officer, calling the 
alleged conduct “incompatible 
with the position of senator.” 

In his letter to ethics officer 
Lyse Ricard, Housalcos writes 
that if the allegations prove 
true, they would constitute 
“conduct unbecoming of a sen¬ 
ator” that would require “disci- 
plinaiy sanctions.” He alleges 
Meredith “may have improperly 
used his position of trust and 
authority as a senator.” 

“I find this sort of (alleged) 
behaviour disturbing, unaccept¬ 
able and intolerable and I hope 
that the ethics commissioner 
will come back in an exped¬ 
itious fashion,” Housalcos said 
in an interview. 

“As Speaker of the Senate 
of Canada I’m called upon to 
explain things. Certain things 
are inexplicable, and this kind 
of behaviour is inexplicable.” 

Meredith resigned from the 
Conservative caucus Wednes¬ 
day night after Torstar News 
Service reported that a woman 
claims to have had a sexual re¬ 
lationship with him that began 
shortly after she turned 16. 


The woman told Torstar that 
Meredith initially believed her 
to be 18, but she told him her 
true age within six weeks of 
the pair’s first meeting at a 
Black History Month event at a 
church in Ottawa. 

The Torstar 
report said the 
woman, who is 
now 18, had sex¬ 
ually explicit on¬ 
line chats with 
Meredith and that 
the relationship 
progressed to kiss¬ 
ing and touching 
before she turned 18. 

She said the pair had inter¬ 
course twice after she turned 
18 before the 50-year-old Mere¬ 


dith broke off the relationship 
earlier this year. 

Sen. Claude Carignan, gov¬ 
ernment leader in the upper 
chamber, confirmed that he 
accepted Meredith’s resigna¬ 
tion Wednes¬ 
day night and 
said he remains 
deeply con¬ 
cerned by the 
serious nature of 
the allegations. 

Senators ar¬ 
riving for mor¬ 
ning meetings

pressed shock and dismay at 
the latest scandal to rock their 
already battered ranks.

COURT 

Teen driver found guilty of 
first-degree murder of officer 


A teenage driver has been found 
guilty of the first-degree murder 
of York Region Const. Garrett 
Styles during what should have 
been a routine traffic stop in the 
early morning of June 28,2011. 

A jury in the emotional trial 
in Newmarket, Ont., heard that 
Styles, 32, pulled over a Dodge 
Caravan for speeding and de¬ 
cided to impound the car. The 
Crown alleged that the teen 
driver, 15 years old at the time 
and afraid of his parents find¬ 
ing out what he’d done, tried 
to flee the scene. He deliber¬ 
ately drove 300 metres with 


Styles hanging out of the van 
and eventually crashed with 
Styles pinned under the vehicle, 
the Crown argued. Styles died, 
and the now-19-year-old driver 
was left a paraplegic. 

The driver, only identifiable 
by his initials, S.K., was fully 
aware that “stomping on the ac¬ 
celerator” would result in Styles’ 
death, the Crown said. 

“What did he think was going 
to happen? Garrett had half his 
body out of a van, weaving back 
and forth at a high speed,” said 
prosecutor Rob Scott. 

S.K. testified he did not put 


the van in park when he was 
stopped and was startled when 
Styles reached into the van to 
unbuckle his seatbelt when he 
refused to leave the vehicle. 

S.K. had no control over the 
vehicle and may have been push¬ 
ing the accelerator believing it 
was the brake, the defence law¬ 
yer James Lockyer suggested. 

“There was a palpable sense of 
panic and fear in that vehicle,” 
Lockyer argued, noting S.K.’s 
age at the time. “It’s not hard 
to imagine that, amidst all this, 
he did hit the wrong pedal.”

TAXI INDUSTRY 

California 
ruling may 
open door for 
regulation 

A ruling from a California labour 
board that Uber drivers are em¬ 
ployees of the company, not self- 
employed contractors, sets a pre¬ 
cedent that could spell trouble 
for the ride-sharing service’s 
Canadian operations. 

The California Labor Com¬ 
mission said Wednesday in a 
non-binding decision that San 
Francisco-based Uber Technolo¬ 
gies, Inc. is involved in “eveiy 
aspect of the operation” of its 
ride-hailing service, opening 
the door for the company to 
eventually begin paying its driv¬ 
ers employee benefits such as 
vacation pay. 

Harry Ghadban, a national 
representative for Unifor and 
a former taxi driver, says the 
California decision, though it 
carries no weight in Canada, 
shows a major flaw in Uber’s 
business model. 

Uber has vociferously argued 


that it merely acts as a facilita¬ 
tor for its drivers, who pick up 
fares through the company’s 
smartphone app and work on 
their own schedule. On its web¬ 
site, the company flatly declares 
that it is not a transportation 
provider. 

Ghadban argues that Uber 


is simply a taxi company with 
more sophisticated software, 
and the decision means it should 
obey the same rules as cab com¬ 
panies. 

The company’s insistence that 
its drivers are independent con¬ 
tractors is a ploy to avoid having 
to pay the costs associated with 


running a taxi service, including 
the extended insurance required 
by most jurisdictions and other 
employment benefits, he said. 

In a statement, Uber down¬ 
played the impact of the rul¬ 
ing, pointing out that it is non¬ 
binding and applies only to a 
single driver.

“Indeed, it is contrary to a 
previous ruling by the same 
commission, which concluded in 
2012 that the driver ‘performed 
services as an independent con¬ 
tractor, and not as a bona fide 
employee,”’ the company said on 
its website. Five other states have 
come to a similar conclusion as 
the 2012 ruling, Uber added. 

In Canada, Uber has courted 
controversy by skirting the regu¬ 
lations on taxi services, claim¬ 
ing it has less responsibility for 
insurance and benefits than a 
traditional employer. 


Uber has spread across Can¬ 
ada by focusing on seamless 
transactions through its mo¬ 
bile application and by using 
its low-cost model to undercut 
taxi prices. 

The company’s service has 
divided opinion around the 
world. Uber operates in 57 coun¬ 
tries and has faced protests, law¬ 
suits, and hostile lawmakers in 
many of them including India, 
China and the United Kingdom. 
Germany, France and Spain have 
banned the company outright. 

Toronto Mayor John Toiy has 
said municipalities and cab com¬ 
panies should work with the 
company, and some taxi ser¬ 
vices have released their own 
apps that mimic Uber’s GPS- 
enabled maps and credit-card 
payment system. 

Despite Tory’s comments and 
the company’s recent applica¬ 
tion for a taxi brokerage licence, 
lawyers from the City of Toronto 
are still pursuing an injunction 
to shut it down. While the com¬ 
pany has a presence in Edmon¬ 
ton, Toronto, Ottawa, Montreal, 
Quebec City and Halifax, it was 
forced to shut down after brief 
experiments in Vancouver and

Canada’s rising detention of 
non-criminal foreigners in 
maximum-security prisons 
amounts to arbitrary, cruel 
and inhumane treatment that 
violates international obliga¬ 
tions, a report concludes. 

The University of Toronto’s 
International Human Rights 
Program found the Canada 
Border Services Agency has 
become heavy handed in deal¬ 
ing with migrants, with little 
accountability. 

Renu Mandhane, a criminal 
lawyer and the program’s exec¬ 
utive director, said the report 
reveals “shocking gaps” in the 
mle of law. 

“A CBSA officer essentially 
has the discretion to determine 
that somebody should be held 
in maximum-security jail con¬ 
ditions,” he said. 

The report, called We Have 
No Rights, contains harrowing 
profiles of detainees impris¬ 
oned for as long as eight years 
who talk of a lack of access to 
support services, confinement 
in cold windowless cells and 
their despair. 

“They treat us like garbage,” 
one inmate told researchers. 
“We had no rights at all.” 

The report for the law fac¬ 
ulty’s rights program by stu¬ 
dents Hanna Gros and Paloma 
van Groll notes the especially 
troubling problem of jailing 
migrants with mental-health 
issues. 

An agency spokesman said 
“it is not the practice of the 
CBSA to comment on third 
party documents.”

Mexico takes deportation lead, sends 
more Central Americans home than U.S. 


Mexico now deports more Cen¬ 
tral American migrants than 
the United States, a dramatic 
shift since the U.S. asked Mexico 
for help a year ago with a spike 
in illegal migration, especially 
among unaccompanied minors. 

Between October and April, 
Mexico apprehended 92,889 
Central Americans. In the same 
time period, the United States 
detained 70,226 “other than Mex¬ 


ican” migrants, the vast majority 
from Guatemala, Honduras and 
El Salvador. 

That was a huge reversal from 
the same period a year earlier, 
when the wave of migrants and 
unaccompanied minors from 
Central America was building. 
From October 2013 to April 2014, 
the United States apprehended 
159,103 “other than Mexicans,” 
three times the 49,893 Central 


Americans detained by Mexico. 

Neither U.S. nor Mexican im¬ 
migration officials responded to 
requests for comment on the 
change this week. 

In 2014, more than 46,000 
unaccompanied minors from 
Central America crossed into the 
United States, leading the U.S. 
government to turn to Mexico 
and Central America to tiy to 
staunch the flow. 


Mexico has proved more effi¬ 
cient in its deportations. In most 
cases, Mexico holds migrants 
only long enough to verify their 
nationalities, and quickly bundles 
them aboard buses to take them 
back to their home countries. 

By comparison, when im¬ 
migrants are caught crossing 
the U.S. border, the process can 
take anywhere from hours to 
years, the associated press

Mayor hopes 
removal of 
sign will spark 
tourism 

The once-embattled Mexican 
border city of Ciudad Juarez 
has started to take down a 
billboard made of soldered, 
seized guns reading “No More 
Weapons,” one of the most vis¬ 
ible reminders of its violence¬ 
laden recent past. 

The stark, black-and-white 
sign was erected in 2012 by 
the government of former 
President Felipe 
Calderon on the 
side of a bridge 
linking the 
city to El Paso, 

Texas. The letters 
were formed by 
crushed, con¬ 
fiscated pistols 
and rifles, and 
the billboard was spelled out 
in English as a visible protest 
of the illegal trade in weapons 
from the United States. 

Mayor Enrique Serrano said 
Wednesday that the billboard 
was being taken down because 
Juarez wants to project a more 
tourist-friendly image. 

“This was the main diplo¬ 
matic expression of its time, 
telling the United States not 
to allow more weapons in,” 
Serrano said. “But it is a topic 


that should be addressed more 
politely. 

“We want to have a mes¬ 
sage of welcome, of extending 
open arms to tourism,” said 
the mayor. 

Chihuahua state Gov. Cesar 
Duarte suggested the billboard 
be replaced by one saying “Wel¬ 
come,” or its Spanish equiva¬ 
lents, “Bienvenidos.” 

Because the huge sign is 
made of steel, it has to be cut 
up piece by piece, a process 
that could be finished by the 
end of the week. 

The sign consists of three 
metric tons of guns seized by 
the Mexican army, plus a sup¬ 
port structure. Local officials 
hope to use the 
steel to build a 
decorative col¬ 
umn or obel¬ 
isk in the city’s 
Chamizal park. 

Ciudad Juarez 
once saw an aver¬ 
age of as many 
as 10 homicides 
a day during the darkest days 
of drug-gang violence in 2010 
and 2011. 

The homicide rate has de¬ 
clined to about an average of 
22 a month in the first four 
months of 2015, or less than 
one a day. The decline appears 
to be due to police and justice 
reform as well as changes in 
the drug trade and the gangs 
that fought over border traf¬ 
ficking routes.

A white man who joined a pray¬ 
er meeting inside a historic 
black church and then fatally 
shot nine people was captured 
without resistance Thursday 
after an all-night manhunt, 
Charleston’s police chief said. 

Dylann Storm Roof, 21, 
spent nearly an hour inside 
the church Wednesday night 
before killing six women and 
three men, including the pas¬ 
tor, Chief Greg Mullen said. A 
citizen spotted his car in Shelby, 
N. C., nearly four hours away. 

The chief wouldn’t discuss 
a motive. Charleston Mayor 
Joseph P. Riley Jr. called it 
“pure, pure concentrated evil.”

Pinckney, said these shootings 
have to stop. 

“At some point, we as a 
country will have to reckon 
with the fact that this type of 
mass violence does not happen 
in other advanced countries,” 
Obama said. 

Pinckney, 41, was a mar¬ 
ried father of two who spent 
19 years in the South Caro¬ 


lina legislature. He became the 
youngest member of the House 
when he was first elected as a 
Democrat at 23. 

The other victims were iden¬ 
tified as Cynthia Hurd, 54; Ty- 
wanza Sanders, 26; the Rev. 
Sharonda Singleton, 45; Myra 
Thompson, 59; Ethel Lance, 
70; Susie Jackson, 87; the Rev.

The shootings took out the

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Friend describes suspect as having white supremacist views 


In recent weeks, Dylann Storm 
Roof reconnected with a child¬ 
hood buddy he hadn’t seen 
in five years and started rail¬ 
ing about the Trayvon Martin 
case, about black people “tak¬ 
ing over the world” and about 
the need for “the white race” 
to do something about it, the 
friend said Thursday. 

On Thursday, Roof, 21, was 
arrested in the shooting deaths 
of nine people during a prayer 
meeting at a historic black 
church in Charleston — an at¬ 
tack decried by stunned com¬ 
munity leaders and politicians 


as a hate crime. 

In the hours after the Wed¬ 
nesday night bloodbath, a por¬ 
trait began to take shape of 
Roof as someone with racist 
views and at least two recent 
run-ins with the law. 

On his Faceboolc page, the 
young white man wore a jacket 
with the flags of the former 
white-racist regimes of South 
Africa and Rhodesia. 

In an interview with The As¬ 
sociated Press, Joseph Meek Jr. 
said he and Roof had been best 
friends in middle school but 
lost touch when Roof moved 


away about five years ago. The 
two reconnected a few weeks 
ago after Roof reached out to 
Meek on Faceboolc, Meek said. 

Roof never talked about 
race years ago when they were 
friends, but recently made re¬ 
marks out of the blue about 
the killing of unarmed black 
17-year-old Trayvon Martin in 
Florida and the riots in Balti¬ 
more over the death of Freddie 
Gray in police custody, Meek 
said. 

“He said blacks were tak¬ 
ing over the world. Someone 
needed to do something about 


it for the white race,” Meek 
said. “He said he wanted seg¬ 
regation between whites and 
blacks. I said, “That’s not the 
way it should be.’ But he kept 
talking about it.” 

He said that when he woke 
up Wednesday morning, Roof 
was at his house, sleeping in 
his car outside. Later that day, 
Meek went to a nearby lake 
with a couple of other people, 
but Roof hated the outdoors 
and decided he would rather 
go see a movie. 

Meek said he didn’t see his 
friend again until a surveil¬ 


lance-camera image of a young 
man with a soup-bowl haircut 
was broadcast on television 
Thursday morning. Meek said 
he didn’t think twice about 
calling authorities. 

“I didn’t THINK it was him. I 
KNEW it was him,” Meek said. 

The Southern Poverty Law 
Center, a civil rights group 
that tracks hate organizations 
and extremists, said it was not 
aware of Roof before the ram¬ 
page. And some other friends 
interviewed said they did not 
know him to be racist. 

“I never thought he’d do 


something like this,” said high 
school friend Antonio Metze, 
19. “He had black friends.” 

In Montgomery, Ala., the 
president of the Southern Pov¬ 
erty Law Center, Richard Co¬ 
hen, said it is unclear whether 
Roof had any connection to 
any of the 16 white suprema¬ 
cist organizations the SPLC 
has identified as operating in 
South Carolina. 

But Cohen said that based 
on Roof’s Faceboolc page, he 
appeared to be a “disaffected 
white supremacist.”

Raids result in 6oo seizures 
of wildlife contraband items 


A series of raids conducted 
across Asia, Africa and Eur¬ 
ope resulted in more than 
300 arrests and over 600 seiz¬ 
ures of wildlife contraband 
— from several tons of ivory 
and rhino horns to whale ribs 
and sea horses, authorities 
said Thursday. 

Law enforcement agencies 
from 62 countries took part 
in the operation codenamed 
“COBRA III” along with inter¬ 
national organizations such as 
Interpol and Europol, accord¬ 
ing to a statement released by 
organizers in Bangkok. 

Those arrested in the May 
4-27 operation included eight 
trafficking kingpins identified 
as three Chinese, four Viet¬ 
namese and an Indian, said 
the statement from Operation 
Cobra, organized by the South¬ 
east Asian-based ASEAN Wild¬ 
life Enforcement Network. 

The network works with 
regional officers from wild¬ 
life, customs, police and other 


agencies. 

This year’s operation “was 
the most successful so far,” 
said police Capt. Vatanaralc 
Suranartyuth, a senior official 
with the network. 

“The trafficking of endan¬ 
gered species remains a prob¬ 
lem in the EU and beyond,” 
said Europol director Rob Wain- 
wright. 

“We will continue our efforts 
to fight these cruel crimes, to 
ensure a safe environment for 
endangered species in Europe 
and all over the world.” 

A speedboat impounded in 
Hong Kong containing live tor¬ 
toises, lizards, spiders, 249 kilo¬ 
grams of pangolin scales and 
about 10 kilograms of born- 
bill beak. 

Europol said that EU au¬ 
thorities seized 20 kilograms 
of live leeches and 25 kilo¬ 
grams of coral in Bulgaria, 
plus 90 kilograms of coral 
in Spain. 
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Among wildlife contra¬ 
band seized in a recent 
series of raids were the 
following items: 

— More than 12 tons of 
elephant ivory, including 
4.3 tons in Thailand that 
came from the Demo¬ 
cratic Republic of Congo 
and another 3.1 tons from 
Kenya. 

— 126 rhino horns from 
Mozambique, Vietnam, 
Namibia and Kenya. 

— 1 ton of abalone seized 
in South Africa. 

— 10,000 dead sea horses 
and over 400 live turtles 
and tortoises in the United 
Kingdom, plus 300 more 
in Croatia. 

— 16 whale ribs in the 
Netherlands.

‘Caliphate’ is a nation of fear 


When fighters from the Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant 
burst into the Iraqi village of 
Eslci Mosul, Sheikh Abdullah 
Ibrahim knew his wife was 
in trouble. 

Buthaina Ibrahim was an 
outspoken human rights advo¬ 
cate who had once run for the 
provincial council in Mosul. 
The ISIL fighters demanded 
she apply for a “repentance 
card.” 

Under the rule of the ex¬ 
tremist group, all former police 
officers, soldiers and people 
whose activities are deemed 
“heretical” must sign the card 
and carry it with them at all 
times. 

“She said she’d never stoop 
so low,” her husband said. 


Buthaina Ibrahim was an 
outlier in her defiance of ISIL. 
It would cost her dearly. 

The “caliphate,” declared a 
year ago, demands obedience. 

Untold numbers have been 
killed because they were 
deemed dangerous to ISIL, or 
insufficiently pious. 

The sheikh tried to save 
his wife, sending her away to 
safety, but she soon returned, 
missing their three daughters 
and two sons, he said. In ear¬ 
ly October, the militants sur¬ 
rounded the house and dragged 
her away. 

Not long after, Ibrahim re¬ 
ceived the death certificate. 

A simple sheet of paper from 
an “Islamic court,” it said only

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Pope’s climate ‘clarion call’

Manifesto 
urges action on 
environment 

In a sweeping environmental 
manifesto aimed at spurring ac¬ 
tion, Pope Francis called Thurs¬ 
day for a bold cultural revolu¬ 
tion to correct what he said 
was a “structurally perverse” 
economic system in which the 
rich exploited the poor, turn¬ 
ing Earth into an “immense 
pile of filth.” 

Francis framed climate 
change as an urgent moral 
crisis to address in his eagerly 
anticipated encyclical, blam¬ 
ing global warming on an un¬ 
fair, fossil fuel-based industrial 
model that harms the poor 
the most. 

The document released 
Thursday was a stinging in¬ 
dictment of big business and 
climate doubters, and aimed to 
inspire courageous decisions at 
UN climate negotiations this 
year as well as in domestic 
politics and everyday life. Cit¬ 
ing Scripture and his predeces¬ 
sors, the Pope urged people of 
every faith and even no faith 


to undergo an awakening to 
save God’s creation. 

“It is not enough to balance, 
in the medium term, the pro¬ 
tection of nature with financial 
gain, or the preservation of the 
environment with progress,” 
the Pope wrote. 

“Halfway measures sim¬ 


ply delay the inevitable disas¬ 
ter. Put simply, it is a matter 
of redefining our notion of 
progress.” 

Environmental scientists 
said the first-ever encyclical, 
or teaching document, on the 
environment could have a dra¬ 
matic effect on the climate de¬ 


bate, lending the moral author¬ 
ity of the immensely popular 
Francis to an issue that has long 
been cast in purely political, 
economic or scientific terms. 

“This clarion call should 
guide the world toward a 
strong and durable universal 
climate agreement in Paris

at the end of this year,” said 
Christiana Figueres, the UN’s 
top climate official. 

Scientific data on Thursday 
backed up Francis’ concerns. 
The U.S. National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
released figures showing that 
last month was the hottest May 
around the globe in 136 years 
of global records. 

In the encyclical, Francis 
accepts as fact that the world 
is getting warmer and that 
human activity is mostly to 
blame. 

And he blamed politicians 
for listening more to oil indus¬ 
try interests than Scripture, 
common sense or the cries of 
the poor. 

“The earth, our home, is 
beginning to look more and 
more like an immense pile of 
filth,” he wrote.

Pope's call for action fails 
to move U.S. Republicans 

Pope Francis' call for dra¬ 
matic action on climate 
change drew a round of 
shrugs from U.S. con¬ 
gressional Republicans 
on Thursday, while many 
of the party's presiden¬ 
tial candidates ignored it 
entirely. 

"I don't want to be dis¬ 
respectful, but I don't con¬ 
sider him an expert on en¬ 
vironmental issues," said 
Texas Rep.

Even Capitol Hill's many 
Catholics seemed un¬ 
moved by his urgent plea 
to save the planet. 

Republican House 
Speaker John Boehner, a 
Catholic who invited the 
pontiff to address Congress 
later this year, demurred 
when asked whether Fran¬ 
cis' views might spur legis¬ 
lative action by the Repub¬ 
licans who run Congress. 

"There's a lot of bills out 
there. I'm not sure where in 
the process these bills may 
be," Boehner said.

Dolezal questioned 
years ago about race 


HOWARD UNIVERSITY 

Ex-NAACP

Rachel Dolezal faced tough 
questions about her racial iden¬ 
tity long before her career as 
a civil rights advocate and ex¬ 
pert on African-American cul¬ 
ture was derailed after recent 
revelations that she grew up 
“Caucasian.” 

More than a decade ago, 
Howard University’s law¬ 
yers questioned whether she 
had tried to pose as African- 
American when she applied 
for admission to the histor¬ 
ically black university in the 
U.S. capital. 

Dolezal, the Spokane, Wash., 
NAACP leader who resigned 
this week after her parents said 
she had been pretending to be 
black but was actually white, 
now faces a swirl of criticism 
about past and recent state¬ 
ments.

Spokane leaders asked her to 
resign from a police oversight 
panel, citing misconduct. 

At Howard University, Do¬ 
lezal had accused the school 
of denying her a teaching pos¬ 
ition because she was white. 
During a deposition, Howard’s 
lawyers asked whether she had 
tried to mislead the admissions 
office with an essay focused on 
black history and identity, ac¬ 
cording to court documents.

On Wednesday, an independ¬ 
ent investigation by the city of 
Spokane concluded that Do¬ 
lezal acted improperly and vio¬ 
lated government rules while 
leading the city’s volunteer 
police oversight commission. 

The report found that Do¬ 
lezal violated the city’s work¬ 


place harassment policy when 
she “engaged in conduct that 
humiliated, insulted or de¬ 
graded” a city worker; abused 
her authority and showed bias 
against police. 

Spokane Mayor David Con¬ 
don and City Council President 
Ben Stuclcart said Wednesday 
that Dolezal and two others 
should remove themselves 
from the five-member com¬ 
mission after an independent 
investigation found they had 
acted improperly and violated 
government rules. 

KHQ-TV reported that Do¬ 
lezal said in a statement she 
would not resign, adding she 
and the two others had done 
nothing wrong. She said they 
had “done our best each step 
of the way.” 

The city’s Ethics Commis¬ 
sion, meanwhile, is investigat¬ 
ing whether she lied about her 
race on her application to the 
oversight board by presenting 
herself as the daughter of a 
black police officer from Oak¬ 
land, Calif., when she sought 
the appointment last year.

Bombardier came away emp¬ 
ty-handed from the Paris Air 
Show in terms of new orders 
for its CSeries aircraft, as rivals 
Boeing and Airbus racked up

new contracts. Embraer and 
ATR, which compete with Bom¬ 
bardier in the regional jet and 
turboprop market, also landed 
some good deals. 

But Montreal-based Bombar¬ 
dier is downplaying the results, 
insisting the Paris show was 
a major success, as two of its 
CSeries test planes — in the 
100- to 160-seat market — were 
on display at the industry’s 
biggest event. 

“The goal of this air show 
for Bombardier was to show¬ 
case its two brand-new CSeries 
aircraft, the first time an all- 
new, single-aisle plane has been 
seen in close to 30 years,” said 
spokeswoman Marianella de la 
Barrera in an email from Zur¬ 
ich, where the CS100 stopped 
to visit employees of launch 
carrier Swiss, a division of 
Lufthansa. 

“We advanced on a num¬ 
ber of fronts, and the manage¬ 
ment team views our showing 
in Paris as a major success,” 


she said. “We came into this 
from the beginning focused 
on the strong marketing that 
was needed and not so much 
on squeezing announcements 
in for the sake of announcing.” 

Bombardier is also touting 
its revised performance results 
for the CSeries that allow for a 
heavier payload including more 
passengers or cargo as well as 
lower fuel bum, which should 
help to spur sales. 

Bombardier has been strug¬ 
gling to win orders for the 
CSeries, which is now two 
years behind schedule and $2 
billion US over budget. 

The smaller CS100 plane is 
expected to win certification 
later this year. 

Bombardier has orders and 
commitments for 603 CSeries 
aircraft, of which only 243 are 
firm orders. It has reaffirmed 
its goal of getting 300 firm 
orders by entry into service 
of the first CSeries jet.

Redesigned American $io banknote 
will feature an ‘inspiring’ woman 


Alexander Hamilton, who has 
been featured on the United 
States’ $10 bill since 1929, 
is making way for a woman. 

Treasury Secretary Jacob 
Lew will announce Thurs¬ 
day that a redesign of the 
$10 bill will feature the first 
woman on the nation’s paper 
money in more than a cen¬ 
tury. The plan is to decide 
which woman sometime this 
summer. 

The bill will have new se¬ 
curity features to make it 
harder to counterfeit and will 


be unveiled in 2020, the 100th 
anniversary of the passage of 
the 19th Amendment, which 
gave women the right to vote. 

Lew is asking the public for 
suggestions on who should be 
chosen for the bill, as well as 
what symbols of democracy 
it should feature. 

Various groups have been 
campaigning to get a woman 
honoured on the nation’s 
paper currency, which has 
been an all-male domain for 
more than a century. 

The last woman featured 


on U.S. paper money was Mar¬ 
tha Washington, who was 
on a dollar silver certificate 
from 1891 to 1896. The only 
other woman featured on U.S. 
paper money was Pocahontas, 
from 1865 to 1869. Susan B. 
Anthony and Sacagawea are 
on dollar coins. 

Sen. Jeanne Shaheen, D- 
New Hampshire, who is 
sponsoring legislation to 
put a woman on the $20 bill, 
praised Lew for moving for¬ 


ward with a decision to use 
the $10 bill, which is the next 
denomination of currency 
scheduled to be redesigned. 

“While it may not be the 
$20 bill, make no mistake, 
this is a historic announce¬ 
ment,” Shaheen said in a 
statement. 

“Young girls across this 
country will soon be able to 
see an inspiring woman on 
the $10 bill.”

Fitbif shares up 50 per cent

My mother is Australian. 
Though I have never lived in 
Australia, throughout my life, 
my mom has exposed me to 
several parts of Australian cul¬ 
ture, like a dessert called Pav¬ 
lova, the TV show Kath & Kim 
and, unfortunately, Vegemite. 

When I meet Australians, I 
always tiy to get in with them:

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On some days, the 
only person I want 
to talk to is my dad

That is not the look you 
hope your dad rocks when 
he comes to your junior high 
school. 

Even if he’s there to bring 
the homework you left be¬ 
hind (he’s retired, so he’s got 
time for these things), you 
want to hide from him. 

But if you’re embarrassed, 
it’s only because you don’t 
get it, or don’t get him. Yet. 

Dad’s just not fussed with 
looking cool at 9 a.m. on a 
Tuesday. He’s pretty slick in 
a collar-less button-up shirt 
for Sunday dinner, but when 
he’s trimming the hedges in 
the backyard, say, the sweats 
will do. That morning, you 
probably interrupted his 
bacon and eggs. 

Dad’s got his priorities 
straight. He’s not expecting 
you to judge him for his 
purple pants, nor is he going 
to judge you for much of 
anything. 

He proves that in many 
ways over the years. He 
doesn’t stop you from leav¬ 
ing the house in platform 
heels and stretchy black 
pants in Grade 8. He doesn’t 
say a negative word — that 
you can recall — about your 
decision to study creative 
writing, of all things, in uni¬ 
versity. And when he cele¬ 
brates your triumphs, such 
as they are, you sense it’s not 
because of what you did but 
because you are happy.

Actress Phyllis Smith has had 
many jobs in and out of show 
business. 

She was working as a cast¬ 
ing associate when director 
Ken Kwapis fell in love with 
the way she read opposite the 
auditioning actors and cast 
her as Dunder Mifflin sales¬ 
woman Phyllis on The Office. 
She appeared on the hit show 
for nine years and just as that 
series wound down she got a 
call from Pixar. 

Inside Out producer Jonas 
Rivera was flicking around the 
stations one night when he 
settled on Bad Teacher, a 2011 
comedy co-starring Smith and 
Cameron Diaz.

“I guess it was the timidity in 
that scene and the timbre of 
my voice. That’s the nice thing 
about working for Pixar, when 
you get that call they pretty 
much already know what they 
want.” 

Smith joins an all-star cast 
— Bill Hader, Lewis Black, 
Mindy Kaling and Amy Poehler 
as Fear, Anger, Disgust and Joy 
respectively — in a film that 
Variety called, “the greatest 
idea the toon studio [Pixar] 
has ever had.” 

“Long after we’re gone 
people will still be watching,” 
Smith says. “Sort of like the 
Wizard of Oz.” 

Smith, who is much more 


gregarious in person than her 
onscreen persona would sug¬ 
gest, is riding high today but 
it was a long circuitous route 
to television and film success. 

“I started out as a profes¬ 
sional dancer,” she says.

I was 
also in two ballet companies, 
a jazz company. That was my 
passion but I had an injuiy and 
knew logically it was time for 
me to make a switch in my 
career. I was getting older. So 
I just did what I had to do to 
pay my bills.” 

She worked as a reception¬ 
ist, an NFL cheerleader and 


manned the box office at a 
Los Angeles movie theatre. She 
dressed as Marilyn Monroe and 
played Steve Carell’s mother 
in a deleted scene from The 
40-Year Old Virgin, but one 
job stands out for her.

something crumble that some¬ 
body loves, that’s heartbreak¬ 
ing. I was thinking of a scene 
in the movie Breaking Away, 
when he tears the posters 
down. Everyone knows that 
scene; it’s so heartbreaking 


because you know he loves 
that. That’s not him! And we 
wanted that little bit of the 
island, when you see hockey 
island go down.... It was a way 
of showing the tragedy of this 
kid changing.” 

One of those is “goofball is¬ 
land” — the part of the brain 
that would make Riley slide 
down a staircase railing rather 
than take the steps like a bore. 

Near the beginning of the 
film we also fear, as adults, 
the future doesn’t bode well 
for Riley’s imaginary friend 
Bing Bong — a pink creature 
that’s a cross between an ele¬ 
phant and a cat, partly made of 
cotton candy, and sometimes 
makes dolphin noises. 


Examining the loss of child¬ 
hood is a theme both Docter 
and Rivera were interested 
in because they watch their 
own kids growing up — de¬ 
spite their best efforts to keep 
them young. 

“As parents, the harder you 
try (to keep your kids happy) 
the worse you are at it. And 
by proxy, you are really trying 
to do something absolutely 
impossible, which is to keep 
them young. As a parent, I’ve 
said, ‘I love my girls so much. 
If I could I’d freeze time....’ 
And that’s clearly a horrible 
thing to do. That’s not what 
I mean, but what you mean 
is this time is cherished, this 
is great.” 


Mindy Kaling agreed to voice 
a character in Pixar’s latest 
film based on nothing more 
than an illustration. But she 
didn’t even need that. 

“They literally could 
have shown me nothing,” 
said Kaling, who plays a 
green, fluttery-lashed girl 
named Disgust in the new 
film Inside Out. She heard the 
word “Pixar,” and she was in. 


The much-anticipated film 
explores the action inside 
11-year-old Riley’s head, where 
Kaling’s character and other 
emotions control operations. 
Joy generally reigns, keeping 
Riley happy, but things go 
amiss when her family moves 
from Minnesota to San Fran¬ 
cisco. Riley’s team of emotions 
are thrown out of balance, and 
they have to work together to 


set things right. 

Riley’s personality is repre¬ 
sented by “islands” comprising 
the things most important to 
her, such as family, friendship 
and sports. Kaling said the 
film inspired her to reflect 
on her childhood experien¬ 
ces and consider what might 
be included among her own 
Islands of Personality. 

“I was thinking role model

TESTAMENT OF YOUTH 

After GofT, 
actor emerges 
as silver screen 
love interest 

Kit Harington is ready for 
something different. 

And the Game of Thrones 
star says that’s what he found 
in his upcoming romantic 
drama, Testament of Youth. 

Reached by phone weeks be¬ 
fore Sunday’s finale revealed a 
massive plot turn, the British 
actor avoided questions about 
the HBO series but hinted at 
what lay ahead for his own 
career. 

For those who haven’t seen 
or heard about the episode, 
beware of spoilers ahead. 

Harington’s long-locked 
hero Jon Snow was snuffed out 
in a sudden slaying, leaving 
legions of forlorn fans debat¬ 
ing the possibility his charac¬ 
ter could return to the fan¬ 
tasy-laden series. That seems 
unlikely, given more recent 
reports in which the series’ 
showrunner and Harington 
himself insist that Jon is, in¬ 
deed, dead. 

Harington’s future, how¬ 
ever, continues on the big 
screen with a First World War 
drama hitting select Canadian 
cities Friday. 

“I thought it was just a great 
opportunity to do something 
different,” Harington said from 
New York, speaking just after 
his TV character survived a 
massive battle with a super¬ 


natural army. 

Although it is set during the 
First World War, Testament of 
Youth has no such spectacular 
fight scenes or eye-popping vis¬ 
ual effects. In fact, there is veiy 
little violence on screen, noted 
Harington, who describes this 
period in history as one “that I 
actually genuinely love.” 

“That was something quite 
interesting to explore for me 
— in going off to war and not 
seeing the actual fighting itself 
but seeing the consequence 
of what happens to (my char¬ 
acter) and seeing him emo¬ 
tionally destroyed when he 
comes back,” said Harington, 
who appears short-haired and 
clean-shaven for this role as a 
young soldier.

“It’s a war told from a 
woman’s perspective on the 
home front whereas we often 
see it from a man’s perspective 
on the war front. That felt veiy 
new and fresh to me.” 

The film is based on Vera 
Brittain’s powerful First World 
War memoir of the same 
name. 

Alicia Vilcander stars as 
Vera, a young Englishwoman 
determined to attend Oxford 
and become a writer, despite

the wishes of her conserva¬ 
tive parents to find a husband 
and marry. 

Vera finds support from her 
brother Edward, played by 
Taron Egerton, and his prep- 
school friends. They include a 
budding poet named Roland 
Leighton, played by Harington. 

Of course, Vera and Roland 
quickly fall in love, but they 
are separated when war is 
declared and the young men 
enlist. 

Harington, who studied the 
book in school, said his chal¬ 
lenge was in conveying the 
whirlwind romance through 
just a few key scenes. “She 
knew Roland for about 17 
days in total, that was how 
quick their love blossomed,” 
he noted. 

“So I had to get across quite 
a lot in a short space of time. 
But it’s not hard with an ac¬ 
tress like Alicia who’s sort 
of fearsome and very, very 


one-minded about what she 
wants.” 

The big-screen role is one of 
several to signal Harington’s 
post-Games potential. 

Harington displayed a will¬ 
ingness to poke fun at himself 
in the recent Red Nose Day 
spoof Game of Thrones: The 
Musical, in which he tackled 
a song called Wildlings to the 
tune of Wild Thing, and in a 
dinner party skit for Late Night 
with Seth Meyers in which he 
mocked his dour Jon Snow 
character. 

Harington dives deeper still 
into comedy next month with 
the tennis moclcumentary 7 
Days in Hell, co-starring with 
Andy Samberg as Wimbledon 
rivals. It airs on HBO Canada 
on July 11.

Canadian dance producer Dead- 
mau5 says he’s resolved his con¬ 
flict with Toronto play Dead- 
mouse: The Musical after he 
issued a cease-and-desist notice. 

The production was set to 
run from July 1-12 during the 
Toronto Fringe Festival, until 
Deadmau5 issued a notice al¬ 
leging intellectual property vio¬ 
lations. 

The six-time Grammy nom¬ 
inee, whose real name is Joel 
Zimmerman, posted the notice

NBC News said Thursday that 
Brian Williams will not return 
to his job as Nightly News an¬ 
chor following his suspension 
for misrepresenting himself, 
but will be given a second 
chance as a breaking news 
anchor at the cable network 
MSNBC. 

Lester Holt, who has been 
subbing for Williams since his 
suspension in February, will 
take over the job full-time, the 



network said. 

Williams was suspended in 
February for falsely claiming 
he had been in a helicopter 
hit by enemy fire dur¬ 
ing the Iraq War. 

NBC launched an 
internal investi¬ 
gation that found 
Williams “made 
a number of in¬ 
accurate state¬ 
ments about his 


own role and experiences 
covering events in the 
field.” 

“Brian now has the 
chance to earn back 
everyone’s trust,” 
said Andrew Lack, 
chairman of NBC 
News and MSN¬ 
BC. “His excellent 
work over 22 years 
at NBC News has 
earned him that 


opportunity.” 

In a statement, Williams 
said: “I’m soriy. I said things 
that weren’t true. I let down 
my NBC colleagues and our 
viewers, and I’m determined 
to earn back their trust.” 

Williams has filmed an inter¬ 
view with his NBC News col¬ 
league, Matt Lauer, that will 
be aired Friday on the Today 
show and on Nightly News.

Adam Corolla holds the Guin¬ 
ness Book of Records title for 
“most downloaded podcast,” 
is the author of two books and 
a filmmaker whose most re¬ 
cent movie is a documentary 
called Winning: The Racing 
Life of Paul Newman. 

Just don’t call it a docu¬ 
mentary. 

“I wanted to make this 
documentary feel like a movie 
and not a documentary,” he 
says. “Sometimes documen¬ 
taries feel like homework. I 
think if you strike the balance 
correctly you can entertain 
and learn.” 

Most of Newman’s fans 


found out about him through 
iconic movies like Cool Hand 
Luke, The Sting or Butch Cas¬ 
sidy and the Sundance Kid. 
Not Corolla. He discovered 
Newman by buying and re¬ 


storing the actor’s race cars. 

“I always respected and ap¬ 
preciated him but I was never 
a big Paul Newman fan,” he 
says. “I knew his movies were 
some of the best movies but 


[I didn’t like him] any more 
than any other celebrity 
whose movies I’ve enjoyed. 

“Tom Hanks didn’t race cars 
and I race cars but I don’t have 
six of Tom Hanks’s race cars 
so I figured I’d 
keep it to some¬ 
thing I know. I 
have Paul’s cars 
which is what 
propelled me to¬ 
wards Paul New¬ 
man.” 

The film 
paints a picture 
of a deeply pri¬ 
vate man who 
loved pranks, cars and cher¬ 
ished the outlet that racing 
gave him as a pressure valve 
release from the day-to-day of 
being one of the most famous 
men on the planet. It focus¬ 
es on his passion for racing 
but this isn’t a film for gear- 
heads only. Racing is treated 
as a portal into the actor’s 
personality, an entrance into 


what really made him tick. 
By zeroing in on one of his 
passions Winning gives us a 
broader look at what made 
the man tick. 

“I don’t think he had a half- 
assed way of do¬ 
ing anything,” 
says Corolla. 
“There’s a part 
in the Newman 
movie where he 
says, ‘I guess if 
I don’t want to 
do it anymore, 
all I have to do 
is stop.’ I always

It rained so much last week 
the potted plants on our 
deck drowned. On the bright 
side, the weather inspired 
me to make a pot of bouil¬ 
labaisse. 

I’ve made the Provencal 
fish soup only once before, 
when I mashed together two 
recipes, from Julia Child and 
Mark Bittman, I think, into 
one mediocre and muddled 
dish. 

Learning precisely noth¬ 
ing from that experience, I 
proceeded to make bouilla¬ 
baisse on Sunday — without 
a recipe. I knew there were 
a couple of key ingredients, 
like fish, for example. So, to

sauteed onion, celery, leeks 
and carrots I added a diced 
red pepper and several little 
new potatoes. I also added a 
teaspoon each of dried fen¬ 
nel seeds and chilli flakes. 
And a pinch of saffron, ob¬ 
viously. A splash of white 
vermouth and a couple cans 
of plum tomatoes served as 
my broth. 

I let it thicken until it 
became almost jammy. Five 
minutes before dinner, I add¬ 
ed a big handful of chopped 
herbs — parsley, dill, thyme 
and basil — and some hali¬ 
but and shrimp. 

It was one of the best 
meals I’ve ever made. But it 
bore only a passing resem¬ 
blance to proper bouilla¬ 
baisse. 

The second season of 
HBO’s True Detective, which 
starts on Sunday, June 21, 
bares little in common with 
Season 1, which I loved — 
although I’ll never look at

twigs quite the same way. 
For starters, the cast, which 
includes Rachel McAd¬ 
ams, Colin Firth and Vince 
Vaughn, is new. So too is the 
location: California replaces 
Louisiana. 

Guess what Louisiana’s 
official state dish is. It’s 
gumbo. I know what you’re 
thinking: gumbo is pretty 
similar to bouillabaisse. 


THE MEAL: 
Bouillabaisse 


Stop. Right. There. “Yes, 
bouillabaisse is French, and 
a lot of French people mi¬ 
grated to Louisiana, where 
they ended up eating gum¬ 
bo,” Serious Eat’s southern 
food correspondent Robert 
Moss wrote last year. “But 
the two dishes are made in 
wholly different ways.” 

He convincingly argues 
that people have long been 



trying to “whitewash” gum¬ 
bo, which has far more in 
common with West Africa 
than Europe. 

In short, gumbo has been 
misunderstood — per¬ 
haps not unlike the first 
few episodes of the second 
season of True Detective, 
which many critics have had 
sneak peaks at. And many, 
who can not — and maybe 
should not — help compar¬ 
ing it to the first season, 
aren’t impressed. 

But “it’s too early to sum 
up whatever this thing is,” a 
critic from New York maga¬ 
zine recently said, “and 
critics with common sense 
should know better than to 
try.” 

You know what I left out 
of the bouillabaisse? Orange 
zest. Forgive me. Then again, 
as Romanian philosopher 
E.M. Cioran, whose devastat- 
ingly beautiful aphorisms 
(True Detective’s creator Nic 
Pizzolatto is a big admirer) 
were best personified in the 
first season via Matthew 
McConaughey brooding on 
existence, said, “It is because 
we are all impostors that we 
endure each other.”

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Funny female iilm fest 

Comedian, actor, writer and producer Whitney Cummings recently curated a 
film series about female-centred comedies, choosing three that span eras and 
styles. She tells us why she picked Sixteen Candles, Frances Ha and Bridesmaids, 
and elaborates on what makes Greta Gerwig special 

THE CLASSIC 

Sixteen Candles (1984) 

On how Molly Ringwald really conveys, better than just about any¬ 
one, what teenagers are really like: 

My philosophy of comedy is being authentic and being present. That's 
what she did. She wasn't forcing it. I think we all have a really deep, 
emotional connection to her. And she was awkward. I just loved it. Also, 
it's almost funny to look at a woman whose face is real. It's like, wow, 
she can move her forehead. Remember when women could do that? 

It's refreshing to realize someone is being exactly who they are. 

On how John Hughes had this uncommon, almost creepy ability to 
really get teens without pandering to them: 

I feel like the character I related to the most when I was watching 
movies was the girl from Uncle Buck [also made by Hughes]. She was 
pissed off. She had a boyfriend named Bug. She was such a jerk and 
dating this loser who was 56 or something. That was totally me as a 
teenager: dating the wrong guy, pissed off at everybody. I just liked 
that she wasn't some bubbly, naive teenager. She was trying to do 
some damage to her family. Also, National Lampoon's European Vaca¬ 
tion was a favorite. I will fight everybody on whether European Vacation 
is the best Vacation, which is a very incendiary claim. The daughter in 
that was constantly texting her boyfriend. She would eat to medicate 
the pain. I related to that, too. 
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THE INDIE 

Frances Ha (2013) 

On how it's a really acutely observed movie about 
being in your 20s: being broke, unsure what to do 
with your life: 

These days 20-somethings in most movies are super¬ 
heroes and Spider-Man. In 50 Shades of Grey they 
want to get choked and hung by a rope. No, no one 
wants any of that. Girls in their 20s are just broke and 
they want a guy to be nice to them and to have their 
friends not leave them. Very simple. 

On how Greta Gerwig has such a fresh screen pres¬ 
ence: 

I really respect the way she's done her career. She's 
not at every premiere or every party. She's not in every 
tabloid. Every time I see her it's such a pleasant sur¬ 
prise and I always want more because I don't see her 
all the time. She's in it for the right reasons. 
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THE BLOCKBUSTER 

Bridesmaids (2011) 

On how unusual it felt when this became a 
monster hit: 

I think it's starting to turn. I remember after 
Bridesmaids I had all these ideas for women- 
driven comedies, and everyone was like, "Oh, 
no." I was like, "Do we need more proof that this 
works?" 

On how it was sold as Hangover for girls, but at 
the same time it's very much co-ed: 

You want men to enjoy it too. I don't think fem¬ 
inism or women's power means no men. That's 
not fair. We want equality, not superiority. I re¬ 
member when I watched Bridesmaids, the most 
striking thing is there were guys in the theatre 
laughing. It didn't transcend a female comedy; it 
was just a comedy. My goal is to not be called a 
female comedian, but just a comedian.

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Exorcist director 
slams action films

BLOCKBUSTER ATTACK 

Director deems 
shift to long- 
form television 
‘new Zeitgeist’ 

William Friedkin, the director 
who made the Oscar-winning 
movies The Exorcist and The 
French Connection, is dismissive 
about the flood of superhero and 
sci-fi movies that have taken over 
today’s box office. 

“Films used to be rooted in 
gravity. They were about real 
people doing real things,” the 
acclaimed 79-year-old film¬ 
maker told AFP as he attended 
the Champs-Elysees Film Festi¬ 
val in Paris. 

Today, he said, “cinema is all 
about Batman, Superman, Iron 
Man, Avengers, Hunger Games in 
America: all lands of stuff that I 
have no interest in seeing at all.” 

That race by studios to appeal 
to the broadest audience possible 
is why his own movies fell out 
of favour after his peak in the 
1970s, he admitted. 

“That is when my films went 
like that — out of the frame.” 

Friedkin says he saw the 
change happen in 1977 when 
he made what he considered his 
best movie—the largely ignored 
Sorcerer, about four men trans¬ 
porting a cargo of nitroglycerin 
in South America — only to see 
it eclipsed by the huge hit of that 
year: Star Wars. 

Now Friedkin reckons “the 
best work” for directors is on tele¬ 
vision, on U.S. cable and video- 
on-demand services that produce 
quality series such as True De¬ 
tective and House of Cards. The 
shift to those outlets, he said, is 
the “new Zeitgeist”. 

“You develop character at a 
greater length and the stoiy is 
more complex and deeper than 
cinema,” the director said. 

“Many of the fine filmmakers 


of today are going to long-form 
TV. It is the most welcoming 
place to work for a director to¬ 
day.” 

Friedkin is looking to ride that 
wave, working on a script for the 
HBO cable network about Mae 
West, the American sex symbol 
and entertainer counted as one 
of Hollywood’s biggest ever stars. 
He has spoken to Bette Midler 


about playing the part. 

He is also looking at turning 
another of his big films, To Live 
and Die in LA, into a TV series, 
with different characters and 
plot. 

Good vs. evil 

If his past work serves as inspira¬ 
tion for what he’s doing today, 
it’s in no small part due to the 
fact that he has long been fas¬ 


cinated by the timeless theme 
of good versus evil. 


“Most of my films are about 
the thin line between good and 


evil that exists in everyone,” he 
said. 

“I believe that within all of 
us, there is a good side and a 
dark side. And it’s a constant 
struggle to have your good side 
triumph over the dark side. And 
sometimes people don’t and lose 
control of themselves.” 

Although his NYC-cop-in- 
France movie The French Con¬ 
nection and the demon posses¬ 
sion drama The Exorcist made 
him a star director at the time, 
his later films never scaled such 
heights.

But Friedkin resisted going 
back and doing the sequels 
to his masterpieces, saying it 
would have been purely about 
the money. 

“I am not interested” in mak¬ 
ing movies just for the pay- 
cheque, Friedkin said. “I have 
to love the film, the story, the 
characters.” 

His Exorcist movie “was 
enough,” he said. “There were 
four sequels to The Exorcist 
and I’ve seen none of them, 
nor do I want to or intend to.” 

Likewise, with 1971’s The 
French Connection, which 
starred Gene Hackman and 
won five Oscars, “there was 
nothing more that could be 
said.” afp

HIP-HOP IS BACK 

New energy and 
sound inspires 
film sensation 

Dope began in the ears of Rick 
Famuyiwa. 

The Los Angeles filmmaker 
was listening to Kendrick 
Lamar, A$AP Rocky and Tyler 
the Creator — genre-shifting 
R&B and hip-hop musicians 
prone to freewheeling experi¬ 
mentation — and he heard a 
new sound. Though many, like 
the collective Odd Future, were 
from parts of LA close to Ingle¬ 
wood, the community where 
Famuyiwa grew up, they 
struck the 41-year-old 
as not at all like his 
contemporaries. 

“They were hanging 
around in all these same 
places but their 
energy was com¬ 
pletely different,” 

Famuyiwa said 
in an interview 
last month at 
the Cannes Film 
Festival. “They 
felt uninhibit¬ 



ed. I was listening to Kendrick 
Lamar, who’s from Compton. I 
was like: His Compton and how 
he sees and experiences Comp¬ 
ton is completely different than 
NWA or Ice Cube.” 

Dope is Famuyiwa’s attempt 
to capture, in a movie, a new 
black generation just as differ¬ 
ent from Boyz n the Hood as the 
frenetic Lamar is from gangster 
rap. It’s a John Hughes-lilce teen 
movie, vibrant and spirited, only 
one set in the much different 
neighbourhood of Inglewood, 
which Famuyiwa depicted in 
his feature debut, The Wood. 

The film, written and directed 
by Famuyiwa, centres on a flat- 
topped, punlc-playing, self-pro¬ 
fessed geek named Malcolm 
(newcomer Shameilc Moore) 
who’s trying to get into 
Harvard when a fleeing 
drug dealer (A$AP 
Rocky) stuffs his 
backpack full of 
drugs. He and 
his friends (Tony 
Revolori, Kiersey 
Clemons) traverse 
Los Angeles, often on

their bikes, in a comic, stereo- 
type-busting adventure. 

“These kids live in a tough 
environment, but like any 
other kids, they’re thinking 
about school, they’re thinking 
about parties, they’re thinking 
about the hot girl or guy,” says 
Famuyiwa. “These kids have 


more obstacles to face in their 
journey, but they’re optimistic 
and embrace life. I think it’s a 
generational thing.” 

Dope certainly realized 
the dreams of the 20-year-old 
Moore, an Atlanta actor whose 
audition tape blew away a des¬ 
perate Famuyiwa. The director 


had struggled to cast Malcolm, 
but Moore encapsulated the 
blend of wit, leading-man charm 
and sincerity he was looking for. 
It’s an overwhelmingly obvious 
star-marking performance. 

“Everything I’ve been want¬ 
ing is coming to life,” says 
Moore, who’s currently shoot-

Film generates bidding war 
and No. 1 Billboard album 

Dope has a direct con¬ 
nection to the music that 
inspired it, too. Along with 
the film debut of A$AP 
Rocky, whose second al¬ 
bum debuted at No. 1 on 
Billboard's chart last week, 
Pharrell Williams is a produ¬ 
cer and wrote several songs 
for the soundtrack. 

The film caused a sensa¬ 
tion at the Sundance Film 
Festival, sparking a bidding 
war won by Open Road 
Films in the U.S. and Sony in 
Canada and internationally. 
The journey to big summer 
release from Sundance hit, 
with a stop in between at the 
Cannes Film Festival, is simi¬ 
lar to the one the acclaimed 
Fruitvale Station went on in 
2013. 

Both films share Forest 
Whitaker as a producer, and 
like Fruitvale Station did. 
Dope also came away emp¬ 
ty-handed in initial meetings 
with studios. 

"We're taking a leap on 
stories that maybe some¬ 
body else says they just don't 
get," says Whitaker. "We were

Whitaker calls Dope part 
of a rising cultural tide that 
signals that "the universality 
of our lives and the cosmo¬ 
politan nature of our cities 
and the makeup of our coun 
try is starting to come to the 
fore."

While there have been plenty 
of feverishly anticipated TV 
shows returning this year, the 
second season of True Detec¬ 
tive might have the heaviest 
expectations of all. 

The first season, which bene- 
fitted from what we’ve all come 
to know as the McConaissance 
of Matthew McConaughey’s 
delivery of a series of indel¬ 
ible performances, was an in¬ 
tense, philosophical take on 
the buddy cop formula. The 
new season, with an entirely 
new cast, new location and new 
crime, has some big shoes to 
fill. Say goodbye to the flash¬ 
back structure, and say hello 
to an obsession with the ways 
people have sex, think about 
sex and plan to have sex. Here’s 
what else you can expect. 

O The show heads west 

Instead of the first 
season’s Bayou locale, the 
show is set in sunny, dissi¬ 
pated Vinci, California. It’s 
a city of few residents, toxic 
pollution and a whole lot 
of corruption. The osten¬ 
sible crime that occurs (the 
murder of a city manager) 
is only a tiny pawn in the 
battle between the various 
individuals and groups try¬ 
ing to get a piece of the pie 
and the potentially cleaner 
government officials striving 
to investigate them. 

O Things get a bit dry 

Sure, the first season 
had an incredibly ornate 
serial killer murder scene 


to start things off, but what 
about a complicated land 
deal gone awry? There’s a 
new rail line going in and 
plenty of corrupt govern¬ 
ment employees and local 
gangsters are lining up to 
benefit, including Vince 
Vaughn, who’s really tiy- 
ing to go straight. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the murder victim 
had almost all of his money 
and seems to have failed to 
actually invest it. There are 
shades of the Justin Theroux 
character from Mulholland 
Drive in Vaughn’s desper¬ 
ate efforts to figure out what 
happened.

In a survey of nearly 7,000 
cat clip enthusiasts, a study 
out of the Indiana University 
at Bloomington, home of In¬ 
ternet cat Lil Bub, found epi¬ 
sodes of kitty high jinks gave 
viewers an energy kick while 
replacing negative emotions 
with positive ones. 

“Some people may think 
watching online cat videos 
isn’t a serious enough topic 
for academic research,” said 
study lead Jessica Gall Myriclc. 
“But the fact is that it’s one of 
the most popular uses of the 
Internet today.” 

“If we want to better under¬ 
stand the effects the Internet

may have on us ... then re¬ 
searchers can’t ignore Internet 
cats anymore.” 

More than two million cat 
videos were posted to YouTube 
in 2014 alone, racking up more 
than 26 billion views — the 
highest per-video viewership 
of any CATegoiy on the site. 


Participants told researchers 
that watching cat videos left 
them feeling more energetic, 
sending sour feelings like anx¬ 
iety and sadness scattering like 
startled birds. 

Subjects also said the vid¬ 
eos’ heartening effects out¬ 
weighed any guilt associated 
with procrastinating. “Even if 
they are watching cat videos 
on YouTube while they should 
be working, the emotional pay¬ 
off may actually help people 
take on tough tasks afterward.” 

Myrick says her survey sug¬ 
gests we could all benefit from 
the “low-cost pet therapy” of 
cat videos.

WOMEN'S WORLD CUP 

Canadians 
look to finally 
beat European 
competitors 

Canada has clawed its way into 
the knockout rounds at the 
Women’s World Cup. Now to 
advance, it must do what it 
has failed to do in five previous 
tournaments — beat a team 
from Europe. 

Going into Sunday’s round¬ 
off 6 match with No. 19 Switz¬ 
erland at B.C. Place Stadium, 
Canada’s World Cup record 
against European opposition 
is 0-9-1. Should it get past the 
debutante Swiss, a matchup 
with either No. 6 England or 
No. 11 Norway looms in the 
quarter-finals. 

Coach John Herdman’s re¬ 
cord at the Canadian helm 
against European teams in 
all competitions is 18-9-5, in¬ 
cluding wins over Britain and 
France in the quarter-final and 
bronze-medal match at the 2012 
Olympics.

Trevor Gretzky 
leaning on his 
father’s advice 
to reach majors 

Trevor Gretzky is known more 
for his iconic last name than 
his baseball career. 

But Trevor isn’t looking to 
escape his famous father’s 
shadow. 

He hopes “The Great One” 
can help him become “The 
Next One.” 

The 22-year-old son of re¬ 
tired NHL star Wayne Gretzky 
toils in relative anonymity as a 
left-fielder for the Class-A Bur¬ 
lington Bees in the Los Angeles 
Angels farm system. 

Beyond those famous seven 
letters atop the back of his jer¬ 
sey, Gretzky is just another kid 
hoping to beat the odds and 
reach the majors. 

To do so, Trevor leans heavily 


on the advice of Wayne, whose 
passion for baseball has helped 
fuel his son’s career. 

“You’d be surprised. He 
knows a lot about baseball. 
Pretty much everything I know 
about the game is because of 
him,” Trevor Gretzky said of 
his father, whose 894 goals 
are just one of a slew of NHL 
records he holds. 

That Trevor chose baseball

over hockey isn’t a shock to 
the Gretzky family. 

In fact, Trevor described his 
father as a “huge baseball nut” 
who nudged his son toward his 
adopted country’s national pas¬ 
time from an early age. 


Gretzky was born in Los An¬ 
geles just weeks before a season 
that ended with his father’s last 
trip to the Stanley Cup finals 
with the Kings. 

Trevor gave hockey a go in 
elementary school. But driving 
back and forth in the early mor¬ 
ning for ice time proved tedi¬ 
ous, so he followed his friends 
into football and baseball. 

With his father carting him 
back and forth to the batting 
cages on a near-daily basis, 
Trevor blossomed into a star 
at Oaks Christian in Westlake 
Village, Calif., and was selected 
by the Chicago Cubs in the sev¬ 
enth round of the 2011 ama¬ 
teur draft with the 219th pick. 

“My dad let me do what I 
wanted to do. He never forced 
me to do anything,” Gretzky 
said. 

Gretzky was batting .269 
through 22 games as of Wednes¬ 
day, despite a recent trip to the 
disabled fist for what the Bees 
said was a minor knee issue.
